BERLIN, (via Brussels), Aug. 3.—The small cruiser Augsberg has sent the following 


report lo Berlin by wireless: 


"Am bombarding the naval harbor at Libau and am engaged with the^ enemy's cruiser. 


The naval port of Libau is in flames." 


Libau is one of the principal seaports of Russia and is'located on the Baltic sea, 100 


miles or more north of the German coast. 
It is fortified and is used as an arsenal by 


the navy. 


The German protected cruiser Augsberg is of .4200 tons displacement and her chief 


armament consists of twelve 4.1 inch guns. 
Her crew aggregates about 400 men.

MOVE TOWARD PARTS 


LONDON, Aug. 3.—German 
forces, 


reported to number 100.00.1 yesterday 
began the invasion of France without, 
so far as known, a declaration of war 
having been made. Two German de- 
tachments enured 
French territory, 


moving in the direction of Paris. 


One German force crossed the French 


frontier near the village of Clrey, be- 
tween Nancy and Strassburg. 
Another German detachment, proba- 


bly the 29th Infantry. Saturday 
night 


invaded the grand duchy of 
Luxem- 


burg, neutral territory, between Bel- 
gium and Germany, and continued its 
march on the French fortified town at 
Longey, on the Belgian frontier, forty 
miles northwest of Metz. 


A despa.tch from Brussels said there 
was good reason to believe that this 
force later in the day entered France. 
Reported Rcpalfleil 


the German force which came into 


France near Cirey, which is 40 miles 
from Nancy, Is reported to have been 
repulsed with heavy losses, but this has 
not yet been confirmed. 


According to a. newspaper published 


In Liege, 20,000 Germm- troops crossed 
the French frontier yesterday morning 
near Nancy. 
They encountered French forces and 


were repulsed with heavy losses. This 
news, however, lacks confirmation. 


A train full of Gorman soldiers ar- 


rived at the ntktlon at Luxemburg dur- 
ing the' night. The (toops seized the 


station and the bridges on the Treves 
and Trois Vierges line In order to In- 
sure the regular passage of military 
trains across the grand duchy. 


Volunteers Protested 


After these seizures the soldiers pro- 


ceeded to the barracks. 
The majority 


of the Luxemburg volunteers protested 
against the violation of neutrality, but 
In reply the Germans asserted that the 
railway belongs to them and that they 
have the right to do what they like in 
Luxemburg. 


All telegraphic and telephonic com- 


munlcation between Brussels and Lux- 
emburg has been severed. 


By the treaty of London, signed in 
1867, the grand duchy of Luxemburg 
was declared neutral territory. Its In- 
tegrity and Independence were guaran- 
teed. 


Apparently the German army is du- 


plicating the first movement of the 
Franco-Prussian war. It was on. Aug. 
2, 187(1, 44 years ago yesterday, that the 
French and Germans clashed in tho 
firs*, battle of that war at Saarbruckcn.

FILIPINO A GRADUATE OF WEST POINT 
I 


T is no exaggeration to say that it 


is the ambition of every Ameri- 
can boy to graduate from West 
Point. 
Therefore it will readily 


be seen that when the last class of 107 
graduates from the Military nradomy 
on the Hudson received their diplomas 
there was one lad who was the par- 
ticular envy of other less fortunato 
American youths. 
But, although he 


was not of their country in the strict 
sense of the word, Vincente P. Llm, a 
full blooded Filipino, had become so 
popular among his classmates by his 
manly bearing and qualities there were 
rousing cheers when he stepped up to 
receive his diploma from Superintend- 
ent Townsley. He was No. 77 in his 
class and the first Filipino to grad- 
uate from the famous military school. 


During the time that he was at West 


Point Lim made many friends. 
He 


was an apt pupil, and it is expectcc 
that he will get a place in the Filipino 
constabulary. Secretary of War Lind- 
ley M. Garrison delivered the address 
to the class at the Battle monument on 
Trophy point It was one of the short- 
est ever made at West Point, lasting 
less than fifteen minutes. No Intima- 
tion, even ot" active service In the near 
future, was given by the secretary to 
the newly made officers. 


From tho doors of hundreds of Insti- 


tutions come forth thousands of young 
men and women, leaving behind for- 
ever the school world, to play their 
part on the stage of actual life. 
At 


most of these institutions the oxer- 
dees' by which the graduate leaves 
one world and enters another consist 
of orations and essays Intermingled 
with class songs. 
There is one, how- 


ever, where the clinking of swords, the 
volley of musketry and the boom of 
cannon play a part in exercises which 
closo the year. These features are ap- 
iroprlate, however, for they are num- 
bered among tho customs 
of 
the 


world's most noted military school. 


It Is estimated that every cadet who 
caves West Point costs tho oountry 
nearly $20,000, or an average ot $5,000 
a year. This means that the expenses 
of maintaining the institution are so 
rreat that If each cadet were compel- 
ed to bear his proportion It would 
amount to the sum mentioned. It is 
irobably the most expensive school In 
he world, but Uncle Sam believes that 
he results obtained are worth- the 
money expended. 


Those not familiar with tho course 
f Instruction may hava an idea that 
he young soldier merely knows how 
o drill tho regiment or company, how 
o hold his sword and go through the 
lanual of arms. Ho must, In fact, bo 
roflclcnt in everything required of a 
rlvate soldier In tho Infantry, cavalry 
r artillery, In addition to popsesslng a 
rActical knowledge of military engl- 
eering,

arms. In bayonet exercises, ns well aa 
ovory movement from marking time to 
wheeling. Ho must be familiar with

He is drilled In the use of artillery, so 
that ha Is familiar with the mecb*.

Baltic, port by a German. warship an 
the. seizure of merchant ships by Russia and Germany constituted the striking feature 
today of the war on which virtually the whole continent of Europe has started. 


The position to be taken by the British empire remained still to be defined thi 


morning, but it was feared that Germany's seizure of Belgian territory will be a deciding 
factor which would lead Britons to lake their sword in hand, as under the treaty of Lon 
don of 1839 Great Britain stands pledged to maintain Belgium's neutrality. 


Evidences, were not lacking of the grave view of the situation taken by all classes ir 


the United Kingdom. The leaders in the opposition parties were called into council by th 
cabinet and it was currently reported that the cancellation of Field Marshal Earl Kitchener' 
return to Egypt was a prelude to his appointment as minister of war. 


It was asserted in authoritative quarters that due warning had been given to Germany 


yesterday of the intention of. the-British navy to fake independent action in case a German 
soldier should set foot on Belgian soil. In spite of this and of-the prompt refusal by tin 
Belgian government to accept the agreement offered by Germany as the price of the viola 
tion of Belgian .neutrality German forces penetrated the little buffer state at two points on 
their way to the French frontier. The German point of view in regard to the situation thu< 
brought about was explained at the German embassy as follows: 


The German general staff has been reliably informed that French troops are as 


sembling in great numbers on the Belgian frontier preparatory to crossing. 


The German government, therefore, informed .the Belgian government that if, for 


Strategic reasons, German troops were compelled to traverse Belgian territory this move 
should not be considered in any way a warlike measure directed against Belgium 'but only 
as a necessity imposed by French initiative and that if Belgium offers no armed resistance to 
such a movement Germany will guarantee the Belgian government the maintenance of its 
territorial integrity and sovereignty and the fullest compensation - for any inconvenience 
caused by the passage of the imperial troops.

The German government also stated it was quite certain no questions would arise with 


German troops crossing the Dutch frontier or in any way interfering with that neutrality.

On the contrary, it might be argued 
that by remaining neutral, Great Brit- 
ain could givo France exactly as much

the

"Germany would be disposed to giva 


an undertaking that she would not at- 
tack France by sea In thft north or 
make any warlike use of the seacoast 
of Belgium and Holland if it appeared. 
Great. Britain would make this under- 
taking a condition of her neutrality Cor 
the time being1. 


"Thup England, without going 
to 


war herself, could render Franco tho 
maximum of assistance she could give 
her by going to war."

There is hardly an Industry 
In tho city at the present time that Is 
not running full time, while one or two 
plants are running overtime, in order 
to fill orders. As a consequence, thero 
are very few textile operatives out of 
work. Trade conditions in Lowell have 
been above the average for many, 
months, and there Is llttlo or no cause' 
for complaint on the port of either the 
manufacturers or employes. 
Tho not- 


ton 'mills, which are tho largest em- 
ployers of labor, have been busy for 
many months, and there are no signs of 
any letup. The woolen mills have been 
busy the .whole year. 
The Waterhead 


mills which manufacture 
corduroy, 


havo been going art top speed. The Mo- 
hair Plush Co. is doing a good business. 
as are .all of the shoo manufacturing 
concerns. 
And so it is in every other 


industry not mentioned. The Appleton 
and Hamilton plants are" perhaps1 tho

LONDON, Aug. 3.—Frontier raids by German, Russian and French troops, clashes 


j between outposts, the bombardment of a Russian Baltic port by a German warship and 


I the seizure of merchant ships by Russia and Germany constituted the striking features 


j today of the war on which virtually the whole continent of* Europe has started. 


The position to be taken by the British empire remained still .to be defined this 


morning, but it was feared that Germany's seizure of Belgian territory will be a deciding- 
factor which would lead Britons to take their sword in hand, as under the treaty of Lon 
|don of 1839 Great Britain stands pledged to maintain Belgium's neutrality. 
| 
Evidences were not lacking of the grave view of the situation taken by all classes in 


the United Kingdom. The leaders in the opposition parties were called into council by the 
cabinet and it was currently reported that the cancellation.of Field Marshal Earl Kitchener's 
return to Egypt was a prelude to his appointment as minister,of war. 


It was asserted in authoritative quarters that due warning had been given to Germany 


yesterday of the intention, of the British navy to take independent action in case a German 
soldier .should set.foot on Belgian soil. 
In spite of this and of the prompt refusal by the 


Belgian government to accept the agreement offered by Germany as the price of the viola- 
tion of Belgian neutrality German forces penetrated the little buffer state at two points on 
their way to the French frontier. 
The German point of view in regard to the situation thus 


brought about was explained at the German embassy as follows: 


The German general staff has been reliably informed that French troops are as- 


sembling in great numbers on the Belgian frontier preparatory to crossing. 


The German government, therefore, informed the Belgian government that if for 


strategic reasons, German troops were compelled to traverse Belgian territory this move 
should not be considered in any way a warlike measure directed against Belgium but only 
as a necessity imposed by French initiative and that if Belgium offers no armed resistance to 
such a movement Germany will guarantee the Belgian government the maintenance of its 
territorial integrity and sovereignty and the fullest compensation for any inconvenience 
caused by the passage of the imperial troops. 


The German government also stated it was quite certain no questions would arise with 


German troops crossing the Dutch frontier or in any way interfering with that neutrality.

BOSTON, Aug. 3.—The steamship In- 


drasamha, Indra line, Oapt. J. P. Jones, 
which arrived in this port early yester- 
day morning from Yokohama, has been 
chartered by the United States govern- 
ment to deliver a. cargo of coal, which 
she will pick up at Norfolk, Va., to 
Manila, Philippine Islands. There 
some anxiety expressed for her safety 
on the return passage, as she is 
English ship and although tho cargo 
will eventually belong to tho United 
States government if all goes well, It 
would not be considered a hostile act 
toward the United States if a Gorman 
cruiser captured her while on her way. 
The coal does not belong to this gov- 
ernment until it is delivered to tho 
coaling station at Manila, so the fact 
the cargo Is being carried by a British 
ship would warrant its capture by Ger- 
many if England decides to fight. 


The Indrasamha left Tokohama 67 
days ago and has stopped at half a 
aozen ports before she arrived here. 
She brings a cargo of 450 tons of 
sugar, which is the largest amount of 
sugar that has ever como to Boston 
from the Philippines. Her crow consists 
of 41 Chinamen, who have not had s. 
foot on land since they left tho east, 
because of the laws which forbid their 
entering this country, even to the ex- 
tent of having shore leave.

HISTORIC DAY AT ST. FETEnsnUIIfi 


—WAR DECLARATION READ AT 


SI'ECIATi SERVICE 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 3.-- Sundns 
was a historic day in the capital. When 
It became known that a special service 
of prayer was to bo celebrated at tho 
winter palace where the emperor was 
to speak himself to tlio people, an ex- 
traordinary wave of exultation passed 
. over the city, testifying to a deslro of 
the public to. show its loyalty and pa- 
triotism. Hours before the appointed 
time for the services a crowd of 100,000 
gathered at tho scene bearing Hag's. 
banners, portraits of tho emperor and 
placards with patriotic Inscriptions. 
When tho imperial yacht with the em- 
peror and is family arrived from Potcr- 
hof at 4 o'clock in tho afternoon they 
received a tremendous ovation, the peo- 
ple alj kneeling and hurrahing as tho 
imperial party passed ta, the palace. 


When their majesties had taken their 
places for the service, tho priest read 
the declaration of war, a Tc Deuin was 
eung for victory for the Russian. arms 
and their majesties venerated the holy 
cross and tho Ikon. 
The emperor then addressed the rep- 


resentatives of tho army and navy In 
a brief speech, expressing the calm dig- 


. nity with which Russia had received 


tho declaration of war and the confi- 
dence of the war would be carried to 
the desired end. 


"I hero declare solemnly," tho emper- 


. r said, "that I will not mako peaco 
while a single soldier of the enemy re- 
mains on Russian soil." 


His n;ajesty concluded with words of 


encoj.'afe'emont to tho army and in- 
voked a blessing on their efforts. . 


While tho emperor was speaking all 


in attendance fell to their knees and 
many wore seen to bo sobbing.

Legislation to PreventSuspension 


of Trans-Atlantic Shipping and 
Embargo on Crop Movement 


WASHINGTON, Aug. S.—Loeislation 


to prevent suspension of trans-Atlantic 
shipping and an embargo on the move- 
ment of American crops during hostili- 
ties in Europe was on the. program for 
consideration in the house today in the 
form of a proposal to amend the Pan- 
ama canal act, so as to permit foreign 
ships to take American registry.

FILIPINO A GRADUATE OF WEST POINT 


W T is no exaggeration to say that it 
fj 
is the ambition of every Ameri- 


S 
can boy to graduate from West 


•& Point. 
Therefore it will readily 


bo seen that when the last class of 107 
graduates from the Military academy 
on tho Hudson received their diplomas 
there was one lad who was the par- 
ticular envy of other less fortunate 
American youths. ' But, although ho 
was not of their country in the strict 
sense of the word, Vincente P. Llm, a 
full blooded Filipino, had become so 
popular among his classmates by his 
manly bearing; and qualities there were 
rousing cheers when ho stepped up to 
receive his diploma from Superintend- 
ent Townsley. Ho was No. 77 In his 
class and the first Filipino to grad- 
uate from the famous military school. 


During the time that he was at West 


Point Llm marie many friends. 
He 


was an apt'pupil, and it is expected 
that he will get a place in the Filipino 
constabulary. Secretary of War Bind- 
ley M. Garrison delivered the address 
to the class at the Battle monument on 
Trophy point. It was one of the short- 
eat ever made at West Point, lasting 
less than fifteen minutes. 
No intima- 


tion, even of active service In the near 
future, was given by tho secretary to 
the newly made officers. 


From tho doors of hundreds of insti- 


tutions como forth thousands of young 
men and women, lonving behind for- 
ever the school world, to -play their 
part on the stage of actual life. 
At 


most of those institutions the* exer- 
cises by which tha graduate leaves 
ono world and enters another consist 
oC orations and essays intermingled 
with class songs. There is one, how- 
ever, where the clinking of swords, tho 
volley of musketry and tho boom of 
cannon play a part in exercises which 
closo the year. These features aro ap- 
propriate, however. Cor they are num- 
bered 
among the 
customs of the 


world's most noted military school. 


It is estimated that every cadet who 


leaves West Point costs the country 
nearly §20,000, or an average of $5,000 
a year. This means that tho expenses 
of maintaining the institution arc so 
great that if each cadet were compel- 
led to bear his proportion it would 
amount lo tho sum mentioned. It Is 
probably the most expensive school in 
tho world, but Uncle Sam believes that 
the results obtained aro worth tho 
money expended. 


Those not familiar with the course 


of instruction may havo an idea that 
this young soldier merely knows how 
to drill the regiment or company, how 
to hold his sword and go through tho 
manual of arms. Ho must, in fact, bo 
proficient In everything required of a 
private soldier In tho infantry, cavalry 
or Artillery, In addition to possessing a 
practical knowledge of military engi- 
neering.
